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wasaWelogiveMr. Oovode seemed to justify
tbese conclusions.

After breakfast Sir. Oovofle toot me to the
Capitol, and the first person I mot was J. W.
3?orncy, tlioa editor of the Philadelphia Press,
and also Secretary of the Senate, to whom I was
introduced by Sir. Govode. Mr. Forney im-
pressed xae most favorably; in truth, I felt
more at homo with him than with my old
friend Covode probably because Mr. Foruey
had the acquired art of drawing out his sub-
jects, and was more cooipeteut to practice the
suave gentleman than was the sturdy, honest
old John. I was, for a time, taken in charge
by Mr. Forney, who in turn introduced me to
several Senators, among the rest the Hon.
Edgar Cowan, of Pennsylvania. I Tem ember
Mr. Forney saying in an aside to Senator
Oowau and the others to whom I was intro-
duced : " He is a capital subject." Mr. Forney
did me another valuable service at this time.
Of course I had. no money. I had been depend-
ing upon the generous pocketbwk of my good
friend Barker. I soon made Mr. Covode ac-

quainted with ray circumstances by & request
for some immediate and active service in the
field in which I could earn my own support

Mr. Foruey had a clerk make out some sort
of & "voucher," which I think must have been
for mileage and witness fees ; any way, another
olerk cashed the paper for me, and in this way
I was famished at onoe with quite a nice little
pile of crisp, new greenbacks from the Secre-
tary of the beuate.

This was

that I have ever received for all those months
of secret service of trial, distress and danger

excepting that which This National Trib-tjn- k

has paid me for my i( recollections of those
Buforgutte-- days."

Among the other members of the Pennsyl-
vania, delegation to whom I was introduced
that morning was the lion. S. S. Blair, then
and sow a resident of HoHidaysburg. As Mr.
Blair is the sole survivor of those who were
with me at that time, I desire particularly that
hie testimony should, be added to establish the
correctness of this narrative, or to serve as a re-

view notice if it ever attains to the distinction
of a criticism or becomes the subject of a con-
troversy.

The Hon. J. K. Moorehead, who represented
Pittsburg, was another of the delegation in my
interest. Thus it will be seen that through the
management of Mr. Forney the entire West-
ern Pennsylvania delegation, including the
Democratic Senator, (Cowan, of Greousburg,)
bad been interested in my report.

As I have before stated I paid but little at-

tention to these details at the time. I had but
one request, and that was that I should be com-
missioned as a Second Lieutenant in the Regu-
lar cavalry service, and detailed on the Gen-
eral Staff in active field service. I wanted to
go at once to the sold, and cared but little for
the "eilect of my testimony" before the com-
mittee, or pecuniary reward for the service.

Mr. Forney said in his ploasant way, that was
so grateful to me that I have not forgotten a
word of it: "Why. certainly; you must have
that at least, if not more" But, turning to
Covode, he continued: " Cm-ti- n can do better
than that for us."

Covode thought anything whatever that I
wanted could be done; but he suggested kindly
that it would be better for me not to take a
commission in the volunteer regiments of my
own State of Pennsylvania, because I should
have to be put in over the heads of some others,
and that wuid make it unpleasant for mc per-
sonally.

I agreed with Mr. Covode heartily in that.
I had been in the rebel service long enough to
soe that this sort of thing didn't work there ;
because Claiborne, the Mississippi Lieutenant,
was really treated as a foreigner or outsider by
the rest of us "refugees from Maryland." So
it was arranged between them that I should
have a commission in the BegularArmy. In
support of this Mr. Forney kindiy talked to
Senator Cowan in my behalf, who expressed
some doubts about getting a Lieutenantcy,
saying in las pUju way:

" Why, we may just as well ask the Secretary
to make him a Brigadier-Genera- l; he can do
that, because they are making Generals every
day, but tlu--y are sot making Lieutenants in
the Regular Army."

Bar Mr. Forney insisted, in bis agreeable way :
'But, my dear sir, here is a young man from

our State w ho has done the Government more
service than some of our Generals. He has

and knows all about the
rebel anay spi all about Richmond, from per-
sonal Tisils j rhy " with an expression of dis-go- st

" his services are simply itd ispensable at
this time. He should be sent down to the
army, where the information he has gained will
be of immediate use to us."

lite only answer that Senator Cowan made
to this appeal, as he looked me all over- - criti-
cally, as be would if buying horse :

Yon have the right sort of grit iH yoa, bat
I don't believe we can get k."

It was arranged between them all that I
should first gne my

oa she Conduct of the War. While Mr. Covode
sad I walked MeeCber over to the committee
room ob the Horn side of the Capitol, he cau-
tioned me in his fatherly way not to talk too
aach, and only to answer such questions as he
would sug,ost.

On a certain page of the printed document
containing the report of the Committee on the
Cooduet of the War, will be found only that
portion of my testimony ii tat Mr. Covode and
Mr. Foe?jr. as my managers, thought advisable
to put oa record at tite time. The entire story
was detailed at different times to Mr. Forney
sad Mr. Covode, but has never been made fully
public until the present time.

It will be remembered by those who have
road this story that my report, in substance,
was that I had learned before the battle of
Ball Sun, by a scoot into Joe Johnston's lines,
oa the Secretary of War's reoomtaoadation, that
mere wn no rebel torce 111 trout of
Gen. I 'alt. noa at the time he had declined to
move forward. My report was not credited bv
Fits-Join- t Porter, who was then Gen. Patter-
son's Chief of Staff, and as a result Johnston
reinforced Beauregard and Patterson failed to
prevent it. and negitcted to aid McDowell. I
bad after this gone to Beauregard's headqua-
rter. ad had been interviewed personally by
him as a Maryland refugee. I was detailed
about the rebel telegraph office at Manassas at
hie ow request, and during the several days
that I rciuu iwM there I had learned from the
messages I overheard passing over the wires
to BJebfObtxl that the rebel army was reduced
Tory aach. and there was at no time any dan-
ger from an invasion of Maryland, as Me-CSeU- sa

had reported to his Government.
I had, it fict, obtained the official report of

this in the handwriting of the rebel Surgeon-Genera- !,

Dr. Cart wrigbt, that 30 per cent, of the
rebel force was sick with an epidemic, and ab-sen- t.

This important document, that I had nearly
succeeded in smuggling out when I was capt-
ured at the bouse, aoariy in sight of Washing-
ton, I had deposited wader a porch out in Vir-
ginia.

I sow proposed to Mr. Covode that I should
go out to (but same bouse, under the protec-
tion of aa caoort, and try to find that paper.
Mr. Covode was auxioue that this ahnuM i
done, and agreed that the details should be
arranged for me to make the attempt.

Porter; a native of ray State, was. to say theleast, responsible lor advising the decre&it old
Gen. Patterson against a movement that might

It should he remembered that these factswere all reported, officially, 25 years ago, andthat I am prepared to establish thfeir correct-
ness.

After I had iinishsd my tsstimojtj to suitMr. Covode, and had been eovnetv cWig-examin-

by some of the opposition toemtoers of thecommittee, I was told, through my friend Co-jod- e,

that I should make myself pi-r- f com-Jort&bl- e;

that be and the rest of tUo dV .,.
poa would see that I was preperlv eared lor

I felt that a great load had been taken off
my shoulders in this one day; that the secrets
of my trip, which I had beeu carrying around
with me among rebels atid friends for months,
had boon safely deposited with tho Govern-
ment, and that I was at last free aud could do
as I pleased once more.

I had worn tho rebel uniform to tho Capitol
and into the committee room, and given my tes-

timony standing at " attention" in it.
In giving my full testimony to tho Commit-

tee on the Conduct of the War, I had no
thought of antagonizing the War Department.
My secret service was, in a manner, " irregular,"
and instead of reporting direct to tho War
Office or to a General in tho field, I was in-

duced to give tho story to a committee that
was investigating both. In this way it was
not " suppressed" in anybody's interest, but
it afterwards had tho effect of antagonizing
certain War Department detectives against my
subsequent services, as will bo seen further on.

The first thing that I did with sonio of tho
money whicli had been given mo was to trim
myself out from head to foot in the best suit
of clothes that I could find in Washington
ready made. But I preserved the uniform for
future use. The next number on the program
was to take my brother and some of his friends
to " Gautier's," which was then tho celebrated
French restaurant or Chamberlain's of to-da- y

in Washington, where wo indulged in a gener-
ous layout.

My return visit to Washington was some
time in April or May, 1SG2. I cannot recall
with any degree of certainty tho length of time
I spout in tho city at tho time. On one point
I am safe enough that is, that I was obliged to
tarry longer than I wished. It was at a time
when tho Spring military operations were be-

ing started, slowly enough, by McClellau's great
Army of the Potomac. I was most

ANXIOUS TO BE ON HAND

when he should got into Bichmond, that I
might be able to make good my words to Capi-tol- a,

that I should icturn an officer. I didn't
say what kind of a uniform I expected to wear,
but I had lots of fun to myself over the long-hoped-f- or

and expected "surprise" when I
should ride into Bichmoud in a liluo uniform,
a staff officer of tho-Arm- of the Potomac.

While I remained in Washington waiting for
an office, like the office-seeker- s that now hang
about tho Departments, I remember that I was
continually worried with the dreadful thought
that McClellan's great army of good-lookin- g

officers would get there while I was being teth-
ered like a young steer in the Capital.

My case was " left entirely in tho hands of my
friends" that is, I had nothing whatever to
do with it but to wait, which was about the
most difficult part of the job. As I recollect it,
Mr. Covode was not on such particularly good
terms with Mr. Stanton as ho had been with
the Pennsylvania Secretary, Gen. Simon Cam-oro- n.

It is likoly, too, that Mr. Covode's disposi-
tion to bo continually " investigating things"
caused the new administration of tho War De-
partment some annoyance. Covode rvas natur-
ally Cameron's champion because they were
both Pennsylvania politicians, if for no other
reason. On account of some such feeling a3
this, perhaps, it was thought advisable among
my "managers" that Mr. Covodo should not
personally bother Mr. Stanton in my interest;
that part of the contract was to be left to Sena-
tor Cowan and John W. Forney, while Covode
was to see Mr. Lincoln.

I loitered about the Capitol a great deal dur-
ing the session each day, and I suppose, in my
persistence and restlessness, I bothered these
statesmen a good bit. I had assurances from
Mr. Covode. every day "that it was all
right"; hut I remembered that this was the
exact way iu which he talked to me on the
former visit, and I was blunt enough to remind
him of this truth, when hepromptly gotit back
on me by saying:

"It would have been all Tight, too, if you
had come back here, but we all thought you
were dead for so long."

He explained over and over again that the
"War Office was so crowded on account of tho
proposed Spring campaign that it was impossi-
ble to do anything there in a rush.

One day Senator Cowan handed me a very
brief note, which read about as follows, at the
same time bluntly directing me to go to the
War Department and watch my chance to
present it personally:
Hos. E. M. Stastos, Secretary of War.

DkarSie: The bearer ia theyoun;man whohas
given important testimony to the committee, about
whom papers hare been Med for an appointment
where lie can douhc mostgopd.

It is sugefetod that you may be able to learn
something of additional value from him.

Yours, truly. Edgae Cowan.
The Senator didn't give me a chance to ask

him any foolish questions, but left me abruptly
to talk to a group of persons who were there
waiting for him. I saw Mr. Forney and
showed him the letter, which somehow or other
was not satisfactory to me.

Mr. Forney folded it up and handed it back
to me, saying in his elegant way:

" You just take that paper up to Stanton, and
hang to him till he sees you," Then in a
fatherly way he gave me thoadvice : "Let him
do all the talking; you just answer his ques-
tions."

In an hour I was
AT THE OLD WAK DEPARTMENT

again. I first put on my gray jacket, but had
covered it with a light bpnng dustor or over-co- st

at Covode's suggestion.
The War Department of 1862 was a desolate

looking old affair, built in something after the
architectural style of the four-stor-y barracks
we see in a well-ke- pt arsenal reservation. On
tho second floor a long corridor extended from
one end of the building to the other, running
east and west, on each side of which were the
rooms of the principal Chiefs. In the south-
east corner, nearest to the White House, was
the Secretary's apartments, with the location
of which I was somewhat familiar because of
some previous long " waits" and mighty short
interviews with Mr. Cameron when ho was Sec-
retary.

On thi visit, as before, I found in this cor-
ridor k og rows of people seated along the wall.
There were ladies and gentlemen of all kinds,
blustering officers, and a few sick-lookin- g sol-
diers, big fat contractors elbowing thin-face- d

Jewish sutlers, Congressmen, aud in fact all
sorts of people ; and it is safe to say that every
one of them had been there for hours, perhaps
days, and, way be, iu some cases, weeks pre-
vious, waiting their turn for an opportunity to
get to talk to the Secretary on their own busi-
ness, which, of course, was more important
than anybody else's.

There was an Irish soldier of the Begular
Army, in citizen's dress, on duty at tho outside
door as an Orderly or usher. When I saw all
tbisang there ahead of mc I was, to say the
least, stunned; but, profiting by past experi-
ence, I made a break for the Secretary's office,
where I was stopped by the Orderlyj who de-
manded my business. I was in a rebel uniform,
but the Orderly didn't notice that; his orders
were not to admit anybody at that time. I
showed him my letter, saying with an assump-
tion of importance that 1 was scut to tho Sec-
retary by Senator Cowan to present it person-
ally. A Senator's, especially a Democratic
Senator's, request was really of greater weight
than half a dozen common Congressmen ; be-
cause, you know, it was important just then
that tho Government should conciliate the
loyal Democrats in Congress.

The fellow on duty took a card, wrote the
Senator's name and my own on it, and invited.
me to a vacant chair iusido of tho Secretary's
office. There were

BOWS OF I'KOPLE
sitting alongside the wall in there also, just as
there were out in the corridor. But I had gained
one point; I was in tho inner circle, at least.

I had never seen Secretary Stanton before,
and was not nearly so anxious to sec him after
that as I had boon before tho visit. I need not
describe Mr. Stanton. He looked just exactly
as hia pictures bhowhim; in fact, his basal-way- s

struck me as being one of tho best like-
nesses that I have seen of all those great men.
He was not so tall as one would judge from
looking at a picture of his face. When I saw
him, he stood at aBmall, high desk, located a lit-
tle to one side of the room, and occupied, very
much to ray miud, the position of a school-
teacher bofore an ed pulpit. The
desk itself was a plain, square, long-legge- d

affair, precisely such as wo used to see our
teachers stand behind, or more recently auc-
tioneers at street sales. The sitters on the
anxious-benche- s all aronud the front portion
of this room, with their serious, watchful faces,
helped tho illusion that I was in the presence
of a lecturor or Judge, awaiting iny tu-- n for
sentence like the rest of the culprits.

After tho attendant found mo achair along-
side of a neat, natty-lookin- g young officer in
uniform on one hand, and a hia, fat Congress-
man on the other, ho laid mycard, with the
Senator's namo, on Mr. Stantotf sd-es- without
speaking a word, and crept out of the room on
his toos, as if ho had been trying to steal some-
thing.
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The Secretary was then standing beside his

pulpit, talking in his earnest, positive way to
some old gentleman; he was so intent on this
business that ho never onco deigned to look at
my card when it was left on his table. Of
course wo did not overhear the conversation
between tho Secretary and his visitor, aud be-

ing at a loss for something to do, I turned to
the young officer beside me and said something
to hitn as to the prospect for it talk with tho
Secretary. He replied, in a very polite way,
that he had been waiting for hours for a siuglo
word; that with him it was a question of life
and death, but he couldn't get an audience un-

til tho Secretary called his name from tho
cards on his desk.

The young man had so impressed mo by his
serious manner that I became curious to know
his orraud, which ho explained iu a whispered
conversation, to tho etlect that ho was just
from the bedside of a dying father, on his way
to rejoin his command; his leave having ex-
pired he had stopped at Washington, and upon
the indorsement of influential Congressmen ho
had called to ask the Secretary to extend his
leave, so that ho might bo at his father's bed-
side, and perhaps bury him before fiually leav-
ing for the army. Tho officer told mc all of
this in a trembling voice, while his eyes were
filled with tears. I felt so much sympathy for
him that I offered to give him my time if my
name should be called before his. At my ur-
gent suggestion, and perhaps improperly, when
tho old gentleman was about to leave the Sec-
retary, the young officer approached Mr. Stan-
ton, who bluntly demanded his name. Then
looking over his file of papers to see his rs,

tho young fellow, in tho most genteel
and effective way, stated his wishes to tho Sec-
retary. I shall never, never forget tho harsh
words Mr. Stanton spoke on that occasion ; thoy
"sank as .deeply Into my heart," perhaps, as
they did also into that of tho young officer.

"I cannot extend your leave, but
I "WILL ACCEPT YOUR RESIGNATION!"

As he said this ho handed back to tho officer
the papers he had filed, in a contemptuous sort
of way, as if anxious to have him go away.
Glancing him over briefly, the Secretary turucd
to look after tho next victim on his list.

idie officer mildly protested, saying: " Why,
Mr. Secretary, I do not want to leave the serv-
ice; I merely want to spend the last days "

Hero ho was roughly interrupted by Mr.
Stanton, who repeated in an angry tone, so
that all could hear: " I'll accept your resigna-
tion, sir; that's all."

The poor fellow would not consent to bo
driven from tho service in this way, even to
attend his father's last wishes. When ho re-
turned to pick up his hat, which liad been left
on the chair beside me, his face was white and
his hands trembled so that he could scarcely
take hold of his hat. I assisted him, and to-

gether we left tho Secretary's ofiico in deep
disgust. I had had enough for one day. On re-
porting the incident to Mr. Covodo and others,
they only mildly laughed at my indignation,
while they expressed tho cold-blood- ed opinion
that it was only one of Stanton's ordiuary
jokes.

After this I was more than ever anxious to
get out of Washington, and bogau to feel that
I would be willing to take anything at all that
savored of active service in tho field, being
perfectly content to leavo my personal business
with Mr. Stanton in the hands of my friends.

It was decided among them all that I should
be taken to the White House toseo Mr. Lincoln
personally. All the arrangements for this visit
were made, as nearly as I can recollect, with-
out consulting iue about it in any way at all.
It was generally understood, I think, that I
needed somebody to properly presen t my affairs,
and that it was hardly worth while to bother
with mo about what was best for mo. I only
know now that I was told by Mr. Covodo to
get ready to accompany him to the White
House.

" We are all going up in Gen. Moorehead's
carriage, and want you to be on hand sure, as
it is hard to get them all together."

I didn't know who "them" were nntil I
came down to his room rigged out in a gray
jacket. While we were waiting for tho car-
riage to como around for us Mr. Covodo ex-
plained further: "We're going to make a de-
mand on the President for your pay out of tho
secret-servic- e fund."

I had only heard in a general way that any-
thing of this sort was contemplated. I can say
here sincerely that my only desire and aim
was for a commission in the Regular Army and
a detail on the staff, where I should have a
chanco for active service in tho field. While
we waited Mr. Covode explained more fully:
" You are entitled to this. The fund is being
squandered shamefully by certain influences
who are making the President believe that
thoy are giving him valuable information. Wo
all know that your service and experience has
been of some practical use, and you are going
to be paid for it, too, in cash as well as in pro-
motion."

Ho had a way of saying things in a very em-
phatic stylo when he chose, and when I ex-
pressed my thanks for his interest and proffered
a remuneration he began to talk bad grammar
at me in such a way that I had to beg off.

The carriage called; in it were Senator Cowan,
Gen. J. K. Moorehead, Member of Congress, of
Pittsburg; lion. S. S. Blair, of Hoi idaysbu rg,
and Hon. John Covode. I jumped up with the
coachman, and we made a chatge on the White
House. Bofore we started off there was a short
but pointed business consultation among them.
Senator Cowan suggested :

".Now, we had better have an understand
ing before wo go up there."

Gen. Moorehead agreed that this was neces-
sary, and when I undertook to make a sugges-
tion about 'getting Mr. Lincoln to give mc a
commission, Covode said iu a fatherly way:

"Now, you've got to keep quiet."
Tho rest all thought this qui to a funny k.

When Covode crawled into the ca'rriage
Mr. Moorehead said :

"WELL, WHAT'S TnKPBOGKAM?"
Covode explained that it was to be a demand

for pay from the President's secret-servic-o

fund. No ope had even suggested the amount,
and I reckon Mr. Covode's idea was to leave
this discretionary with tho President; but Mr.
Blair and Moorehead, who were business men
as well as statesmen, insisted that it would bo
better to settle upon a sura in advance.

"Make it enough," said Mr. Blair.
" Yes; wo may just as well make it $10,000,"

observed tho Senator.
Mr. Moorehead shrewdly suggoetcd, "We

have to appropriate this secret-servic- e money
anyhow, and our votes will go for this amount."

Covodo admitted that "We have given him
huudreds of thousands of dollars for this use
already, which McClclIan's detectives are
squandering in Washington."

This, in a general way, was the plan and
purpose of the visit to Mr. Lincoln ou that
date.

It failed, not that the claim was rejected by
the President; it was never presented to him
or anybody else. When wo reached the White
House wo wcro informed on the threshold
that tho President had that day gone to Fort-
ress Monroe.

That ended it for that day and for all time.
Soon after I left Washington for another wild
trip. The same crowd was never again brought
together in this interest. As I have said, I was
not a good manager, and perhaps neglected my
own interests in this respect.

I have to show my children, however, what
is dourer to mo than gold a commission as a
Second Lieutenant, signed by A. Lincoln and
E. M. Stanton on parchment. That will re-
main for all time on the war records of my
country.

A few days after this visit the date of which
may be fixed by a reference to the books, which
will indicate tho tune of Mr. Lincoln's visit to
Fortress Monroe I saw Mr. Stan ton personally,
but only for a moment. I found that ho was
not such a dreadful person after all, aa I ex-
pected to find him.

Before leaving Washington again for tho
Virginia front, I must tell of some other inter-
views with prominent officials, not that thoy
wore at all interesting in thcmsolves, but prin-
cipally because of their bearing on some of tho
events which followed.

As I have herctoforo stated, my brother
Spencer was employed in tho War Department
as a confidential telegraph operator.

Mr. T. T. Eckert, who is now tho agent for
Jay Gould in tho management of his telegraph
interests, and occupies tho important position
of First Vice-Preside- nt and General Manager
of all the Western Union Company's lines, was
during tho war the head or manager of tho
War Department telegraph nt Washington. Ho
was known as tho "Major," in charge of tho
military telegraphs, though ostensibly Gen. An-
son Stager, recently deceased in Chicago, was
the officer who had tho general coutrol of all
tho military telegraphs throughout the United
States. Mr. Eckert represented in Washington
the interests of the Western Union stock-
holders.

Mr-TT Trntriftr'Rnfna, tho school-fello- w and
companion of mf boyhood, who had also been
early pressed int"tthe military service by Col.
Thomas was tho first to roaoh

,t ..

Washington with the Telegraph and Railroad
Corps on tho call of Mr. Lincoln, was at this
lime, as well as during all tho years of the war,
tho chief among tho largo force of operators
then employed iu Washington city.

"Homer," as we all familiarly knew the large-eye- d,

gentle boy of IQGIv'6'jJ, was, till its sale to
Gould, President of tho B. & O. Telegraph Sys-
tem, with a salary equal to that of the best paid
Presidents. Ho is still Homer tome, and remains
the constant, true friend (5f my life, and though
his hair is prematurely gray, his bright oyes
and genilo nmnners'ara but slightly "improv-
ed " by years of success. He is known among tele-
graphers to-da- from n striking resemblance
in appearance aud manner, as the Oscar Wilde
of tho telegraph. As Mr. Bates, from his po-

sition in tho War Office, was familiar with my
wanderings, I am permitted to refer to him for
tho truth of my story.

He was the one special operator who was
daily, oven hourly, in tho prcsonce of Mr. Stan-
ton aud Mr. Lincoln, as it was his duty to de-
liver in person all important messages to these
officers. What ho could tell of hours aud nights
of anxiety, the agony and suspense, as well as
tho delights and surprises of Mr. Lincoln over
tho receiptof cortain important dispatches from
tho Generals in tho front during all these ycara
of close intimacy, would make a large and in-
teresting book in itself.

I have preserved in my own memory a few
of these incidents and some of tho "scenes" at
tho War Department between Stanton aud
others, on the occurrence of the receipt of the
good and tho bad news, which I obtained in a
"professional way;" but as this matter would
bo foreign to this personal narrative I can only
give that which reforred to my own experi-
ence.

My brother and Homer, as well as my father
and nearly all tho sensible friends I had, were
anxious that I should cuter the service of tho

MILITARY TELEGRAPH CORP3.

I wanted active service in tho field, and
though partof tho Telegraph Corp3 was engaged
in the front at headquarters, and some flatter-
ing inducements had been offered to mo in this
direction, I knew from personal observation
that their work was noccssarily of a clerical
character, which was the one thing in war that
I felt to bo " incongruous" ; thereforo I fought
shy of it.

Right here I may say that Maj. Eck-
ert was at that time, as ho has continued
through tho 25 years that have followed, rather
stern. I do not mean to say that he was not
gentlemanly or courteous with mo; ho was
simply one of those positive, rather aggressivo
men in manner, that impressed ono with the
idea that ho must have everything his own way.

That was my earliest impression, and tho
years that have followed have fully confirmed
the correctness of this view. It has been my
lot to subsequently serve iu a subordinate ca-

pacity under Maj. Eckert since the war. I
was a Manager and Superintendent of Tele-
graphs for him during a little rebellion wo have
had since, tho riots at Pittsburg, when he was
kiud enough to mako a special order commend-
ing my zeal and valuablo service ; so that thero
is nothing personal intended in the way of re-
flection.

My purposo is to relate now for The Na-

tional Tribune a littlo scrap of war history
that has not yet been published. I refer to the
jealousy and intrigues going on between the
telegraph officials at the War Ofiico and the
Signal Corps, and also to givo a littlo scrap of J

the inside or secret history of the censorship of
the telegraph at the War Department, which
may account for a great deal of tho trouble
noc to say cusednes3 that camo between
President Lincoln and his General in the field.
